Stage of the World Lamented by 


All Who Knew and Loved 


Him—His Career. 


NEW YORK, June T.—Edwin Booth, 


the great tragedian, quietly passed 
away at his apartment in the Player's 
club at 1:05 yesterday morning. At his 
bedside at the time were Mr. and Mrs. 
Grossman, his son-in-law and daughter; 
his physician, Dr. Sinclair Smith: Supt 
McQonigle, William lilspham, an inti- 
mate friend, and Charles Parroll. 


The death of the renowned actor, 


which had been expected at any time 
during the past two days, was very 
peaceful, being scarcely noticeable to 
the anxious watchers at his bedside. 


Edwin Booth was born In Dolalr. near Balti- 


more. Md , Novombur 13,18.13, and HU the ion 
of Junlus Brutus Booth, the elder, an £ngllsu 
actor, who obtained his reputation, however, 
mainly In the United Status He was named 
Edwin Thomas out of compliment to his is- 
ther'g Mend! Edwin Forrest and Thomu 
Flynu, both great actors. 


Although the older Booth at first objected to 


hla son going on the stage he did finally con- 
sent, and the young man s first appearance in a 
part occurred In 1MB, at the Boston museum, 
where he appeared as Tresaelln ' Richard m." 
He made a success In this small part and from 
that time forward no question was raited u to 
fell continuing 'on the stage His capacity, In- 
deed, so demonstrated Itself, that he was 
presently playing Casslo In "Othello" and Wll-

Even at this early period of his 


life he had already added to his repertoire tho

In Twenty third street, New 
York and the financial ruin which fell upon 
him thereafter, because he permitted his splon 
(ltd art Instinct to carry away with It his bast 
hess judgment—all this Is well known and ap- 
preciated by the American art public and by 
thousands of friends of Mr Booth 


In 1888 he opened in New York the club for 


actors known by the name ol tho "Players " 
the entire expense of which was paid by Mr 
Booth 
Mr Booth's first serious illness came on 


April 3,1880 when ho was stricken with Inelpi 
ont paralysis while playing In • Othello In tho 
Lyceum theater in Rochester 
The last years of Mr Booth's lite have boon 
passed at tho Players' club In retirement 
Purlng the summer months of 180193 ho spent 
nonalderable time with his daughter at Narra- 
gansett It was In tho latter year, while mak 
»ng hls-annual visit, that ho was so seriously 
111 at her house His friends particularly solic- 
itous for his health Just at that tlmo hod 
grave apprehensions that he would not hava 
Sufficient strength to warrant attempting a re- 
turn to New York, but with cooler weather 
came an Improvement In his condition, and ho 
returned to the Players' club in October. 
J*rom that time those who knew him most In- 
timately remarked the steady decline In hl» 
health

ANTITRUST. 


Xsport ol the Committee on Boaolutlorti 


to the Anttcomblne Convention. 


CHICAGO, June 1.—The first business 


of the anticomblne convention yester- 
day morning was the reading of the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions by 
its chairman, Editor Kosewater, of Ne- 
braska. Tho report was quite lengthy. 
That part of it containing the action 
against trusts recommended by the 
committee, was in part as follow* 


Baatced, That it Is tlie sense ol this conven- 


tion that the state and federal legislatures 
should enact new and more Mrlngent laws and 
amend old ones looking to the complete ex- 
tinction of unlawful combinations destroying 
competition in production or ttohange 


Reiolved, That the faithful and eakdent exe- 


cution of tho laws be imperatively enjoined 
upon the executive officers of tho state and na- 
tion, and that the failure of any oncer to per- 
form his duty In thla behalf should bo attended 
by tho severest legal penalties. 


Ruofoed, That we demand that the-attorney 


general ol tho United States proceed to en- 
force the laws of the Unltod States now on the 
statute books against trusts and Illegal com- 
binations and we demand that congress shall 
enact such additional laws against trusts and 
combinations that control production and 
prices of commodities as may betound neces- 
sary for their suppression 


Hfiot-jf',, That this convention create a per- 


manent association to be known as the Anti- 
trust Association of tho Unltod Suites, con- 
sisting of throe representatives from each 
Btate and territory; and that wo recommend 
tbo organization of an Antitrust association In 
each state and torrltoryfor the purpose of aid- 
ing In securing uniform legislation and the 
rigid execution of laws for tho moat speedy 
suppression and unal eradication of such trade 
combinations 
Kaolvcd. That two standing committees 


should be appointed to act as erooutlve 
branches of said national association as soon 
us tho samo Is organized; that each ol sold 
committees should be composed ol one repre- 
sentative from each stati and territory; the 
Brst of »ald committees to be known as tho no- 
tional committee on antitrust legislation, and 
which shall have In charge the matter of fed- 
eral legislation, tand the second of said com. 
mltwes to be known as the committee on anti- 
trust law enforcement, which shall hnve In 
charge the duty of securing the prompt and ef- 
ficient execution of all antitrust and monopoly 
laws 


The report made several recom- 


mendations as to the nature of the leg- 
islation necessary to curb the trusts. 


Chairman Eosewater moved that th» 


report be adapted as a.whole, and the 
fact became quickly apparent that the 
resolutions were not radical enough to 
suit a large portion of the convention. 
A motion was made to lay tho Rosowa- 
ter motion on the table, and it was 
also moved that the report be consid- 
ered by paragraphs. 
Ignatius Donnelly secured the floor 


and read a series of resolutions provid- 
ing for the practical confiscation by 
the United States government of the 
lands of the coal trust 
Mr. Donnelly 


preferred that the government take 
possession of the coal fields by right of 
eminent domain, paying a reasonable 
compensation to the owners, and that 
laws be formed withdrawing »U legal 
protection from trusts and combines of 
any sort. He moved that his resolu- 
tion be added to the report of the com- 
mittee. 


Mr Eosewater decl ared that the mo- 


tions to consider by paragraphs and 
to lay the report on the table, as well 
as Mr. Donnelly's propositions, were 
all out of order. This led to a pro- 
longed wrangle, which was finally 
ended by Mr. Donnelly securing the 
floor to speak for his resolution

Speaking ot the lynching ot Bush, and 


the governor's prompt action in offering 
a reward tor the apprehension ot eaoh ol 
the persons engaged in the affair, the 
Ohioago Tribune this morning says: 


This is prompt and proper action on 


his part and he should and doubtless 
will oee to it that the local officers do 
their duty no matter who ia hurt thereby. 
The state ot Illinois cannot afford to al- 
low this lynching disease to take roat 
here, thus causing the commonwealth to 
be numbered among those turbulent and 
disorganized ones where the orderly ad- 
ministration ot justice by the officers of 
the law has been replaced by mob rule. 
This state has been measurably tree 


from lynabings. 
There was not one m 


1890. 
The following year, however, a 
man's life was taken by the Whitecsps 
in Marshall county, and last year a man 
charged with, and doubtless guilty ot, 
murder was killed by a mob at Cairo, a 
town with a rough floating population 
where such an infraction of law perhaps 
might be expected. But it was not to be 
expected that a body ot Maoon county 
farmers would be so regardless o( law as 
to take ite administration into their own 
hands, or that the inhabitants of a place 
like Deoatnr would permit their city to 
be invaded, the jail to be broken open, 
and a man taken from it and hanged 
under oucnmatanoes ot revolting bru- 
tality while they stood by gaping. 
It U quite probable that the man who 
was lynched was guilty ot the crime with 
whioh he was charged, but if constitu- 
tions and laws are worth anything he 
waa as much entitled to a fair trial as it 
his guilt were a matter of mere surmise. 
For it men are allowed to lynch those 
whose guilt is certain it ia not long be- 
fore they are hanging on suspicion. * * 
The Brat fatal duel in this state wae fol- 
lowed by the hangiog of the survivor. 
That put an end to dueling in Illinois. 
The only way to stop lynching is to 
punish lynohers, 
When people are 
irade to understand that it is dan- 
gerous for them to take the law into 
their own hands they will cease doing so. 
It they see others breaking into jails and 
banirine men with impai.iiy tn«y will 
let their feelings get sway with them 
whenever a crime IB committed in their 
neighborhoods, and trample every prin- 
oipl» of sonnd government under foot 
For the eake ot the honor ot the state 
and the preeerVRtion of gnod government 
these Maoon county murderers should be 
punished for their crime, and the citizens 
of Decatur, ashamed of their aupmenes?, 
shonld do all they can to free their city 
of the disgrace which they have allowed 
to come npon it.
